Then in Englund there roso a man, 
Oliver Cromwell, who changed the whole 
character of the sokdior, He made him 
the best instead of the worst hehaved of 
men, the cream of the population instead 
of the acum. Hoe conguered the Crown for 
the Parliament ; but the Parliament, still 
full of its old ideas of the soldier, followed 
the old traditions and tried to cheat him 
and his men out of their due, The Army, 
after showing infinite patience, awept the 
obnoxious House of Commons away and 
instituted military government. Crom- 
well died; his government perished 
with him, and Parliament resolved 
that it should return no more. With 
immense difficulty Charles Hl. saved a 
small remnant from the wreck of the New 
Model, but the House refused to recognise 
it or to-graut powers to- keep it in discip- 
linc. The grand traditions of Cromwell 
pussed awoy, and in a few years it was 
again u reproach to be a solélier ; which waa 
exactly what the Parliament desired.
